U. S. ENDS EFFORT 
TO PUT SEMINOLES 
ON RESERVATION 


After 100-Year Attempt to 
Round Them Up, Wilbur 
Says “Forget It.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—One 
hundred years of official effort to 
round up the Seminole Indians and 
place them on a Florida reserva- 
tion have come to an end. Secre- 
tary Wilbur has instructed that it 
be “forgotten.” “4 

Since the acquisition of Florida 
by the United States and even 
while the Spaniards controlled the 
peninsula, the white rulers have 
been trying to place the Seminoles 
on a reservation. But in the Ever- 
glades the Indians have main- 
tained their independence. 

The Iudian office is planning a 
careful study of the three branches 
of the tribe and hopes to assist 
them in matters of education, sani- 
tation and methods of making a 
living. 


CITY I$ USING 150,000,000 
GALLONS OF WATER A DAY 


Average During Hot Wave Higher 
Than in Any Previous 
Summer., 

During the present hot wave 
the daily consumption of water 
by the city has averaged close 
to 150,000,000 gallons, according 
to Water Commissioner Day, a 
higher average than any previous 

summer. 

On July 24, the two city plants 
Pumped 160,600,000 of water, a 
record figure in the city’s history. 
Of this amount, 155,000,000 gallons 
were consumed. The old plant ut 
Baden pumped 138,200,000 gallons 
on that date, and the new Howard 
Bend plant, on the Missouri River, 
22,400,000 gallons. 

On Tuesday, July 30; the city 
consumed 151,300,000 gallons. The 
average daily consumption 
throughout the year is 115,372,- 
600 gallons. The previous high 
water mark for pumping was made 
Jan. 6, 1928, when the plants 
pumped 151,978,000. The previous 
high water mark for consumption 
was on Jan. 4, 1928, when the city 
used 151,336,000 gallons. 

Summer time increase in water 
consumption is due to lawn sprin- 
kling, widespread bathing and the 
demands of swimming pools. Hizh 
winter consumption is registered 
usually on a cold day or night, on 
which certain householders let the 
water run to keep the pipes from 
freezing. 


U. $. DEPARTMENT DECLINES 
TO LET Z00 KEEP MONGOOSES 


Biological Survey Chief Says Ani- 
mals Were Brougnt From India 
in Violation of Law. 
George E. Dieckmann, president 
of the St. Louis Zoological Board, 
received a letter today from _ the 
Department of Agriculture stating 
that the department had “no dis- 
cretion’’ in deciding that the mon- 
gooses at the zoo must be returned 

to India. 

The letter, signed by W. C. Hen- 
derson, acting chief of the Bureau 
of Biological Survey, stated that 
the animals had been imported 
contrary to law and shipped from 
New York to St. Louis in violation 
of the “criminal code.” 

Dieckmann said he would await 
word from customs officials before 
making any additional move to 
keep the mongooses here.

| EXPECTS TO REACH 


NEW JERSEY SUNDAY 


Stowaway Leaping Aboard 
Endangers Ship—Will Be 
Sent Home and Punished 
Eckener Says. 


Bg the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin late today was over 
the Mediterranean headed for 
Gibraltdr, on her journey to the 
United States for her second visit. 

The ship, which left Friedrichs- 
hafen, Germany, at 3:29 a. m. (8:29 
p. m., St. Louis time, Wednesday 


night) with 18 passengers, includ- 
ing seven Americans, was reported 
by the Frenck steamship Datny 
over the Mediterranean about 50 
iniles off Barcelona, Spain, at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, Greenwich 
time (9 a. m., St. Louis time). 

The dirigible at that time ap- 
peared to have. picked wp considera- 
ble speed in comparison with that 
maintained in France, as she slow- 
ly pushed her way down the Rhone 
Valley. She was last reported over 
land at Nimes in Southern France 
and two and a half hours later was 
reported by the Dalny. She had 
covered this stretch at approxi- 
mately 70 miles an hour, whereas 
her previous average had been 
somewhat less than 50. 

The airship flew at altitudes 
varying from 2000 to 3000 feet. 
She seemed at times shaken by 
gusts of winds but held steadily 
on her course down the Rhone 
Valley. 

The dirigible was flying at about 
1200 feet altitude when it was 
sighted by the Dalny. 

A run of about 3000 miles faces 
Dr. Eckener from Gibraltar across 
the Atlantic to the mooring mast 
at Lakehurst, N. J., goal of the 
dirigible’s flight.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Aug. 1.—Racing to escape an on- 
coming storm, the Graf Zeppelin 
cruised southwestward toward Gib- 
raltar today before getting out 
across the Atlantic on another voy- 
age to Lakehurst, N, J. 

The dirigible left its hangar here 
at 3:25 a. m. and at 3:29 a. m. 
(8:29 p. m. St. Louis time Wednes- 
day) was released by its ground 
crew. It circled the field once and 
disappeared in the west across 
Lake Constance. _ 

The departure was made in the 
face of weather reports that told 
of a low pressure area over Ire- 
land moving in the direction of 
Friedrichshafen. By skillful man- 
euvering and rapid progress Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, ‘commander, hopes 
to outrun and evade the storms the 
low pressure area is expected to set 
in motion, 

Aboard the Graf Zeppelin are 18 
passengers, seven of whom are 
Americans. Two of the latter are 
women, its crew consists of the 
usual complement of 41 officers 
and men. 

Stowaway Found Aboard. 

A stowaway was found just after 
the Zeppelin left the hangar. He 
jumped from the hangar down into 
the Zeppelin. If he had jumped 
between girders he would have en- 
dangered the ship. Dr. Eckener 
said the stowaway would be _ re- 
turned from America with the next 
steamer and severely punished. 

The huge cigar shaped bulk of 
the dirigible is onl ythin fabric 
stretched over girders. Thus if the 
stowawya in droping several feet 
onto the fabric had not landed on 
a girder he would Affporsteaiy 
have torn the fabric wi a result- 
ing delay of hours while repairing 
were made. 

Voyage of 4000 Miles. 


Ahead of the giant dirigible lay 
a trip of probably more than 4000 
miles. Dr. Eckener, prior to de- 
parture, estimated he would need 
between 80 and 85 hours to reach 
New York, which he planned .‘o 
circle before landing at Lakehurst. 

This would bring the voyage to 
an end Sunday morning. 

Eckener'’s course from here lay 
over Constance, on the Swiss side 
of Lake Constance, Basel, Besan- 
con (France), Lyons, down the 
Rhone, and southwestward along 
the Mediterranean coast to Gibral- 
tar. He expected to travel from 
Gibraltar above or slightly norch

REYNOLDS STARTS JA 
TERM, TO CLEAN CELL 


Heir of Tobacco Magnate Gels 
Five Months for Killing Man 
With Auto.

LCNDON, <Aug. 1. — Richard 
Joshua Reynolds, scion of the 
North Carolina tobacco family, ts 


in Brixton Jail starting a sentence 
of five months imposed yesterday 
by a jury which found him guilty 
of manslaughter in connection 
with the death of Arthur Graham, 
a motor cyclist, in an automobile 
accident last May. 

There was no mention of hard 
labor in the sentence and light 
work will be assigned to Reynolds. 

With good conduct he has a 
chance of earning a small remis- 
sion, also, since the sentence dates 
from the beginning of his trial at 
Old Bailey, he will be released be- 
fore Christmas, 

Reynolds took the verdict and 
the sentence calmly. He traveled 
to Brixton, a suburb of South Lon- 
don, in the regular. prison van, 
known as “Black. Maria.”” There 
were no other prisoners in the van, 
his case having been the last on 
the docket. 

Arriving at the prison, the young 
millionaire received the khaki-col- 
ored suit decorated with broad, 
black arrows, the garb of the con- 
victs. He will be required to do 
only such tasks as cleaning out 
aud washing cells and making beds, 

In imposing sentence, Justice 
Humphries said: ~» 

“The offense of driving a car 
while in a state of drunkenness or 
near-drunkenness is far tou  pre- 
valent these days and, so far as the 
courts can do so, it must be put 
down with a firm hand. You had 
the mis Fyune, while driving a car 
in that stute, to kill that young 
man. You must be punished, 

“I believe you are sincerely sor- 
ry for what happened. I cannot 
take into account the fact that you 
provided out of your great riches 
for the widow of the man you 
killed. I have, however, taken into 
consideration your youth—you are 
only 23 years old—and the excel- 
lent character that has been given 
to you.”

BRITAIN TO SINK 
COME WARSHIPS 


a Says This Would 
Be the Most Economical 
Way to Effect Parity 
With U. S. Navy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Great 
Britain was called on, in a state- 
ment issued today by Chairman 
Porah of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, to sink some of 
her ships as a means of reaching 
a parity with the United States 
Navy.

If the great airship should fly half 
as fast and as 6ften as rumors fly 
in this little town on Lake Con- 
stance just now, we would be twice 
around the world by this time, Ru-

adequate. 

Not enough official data has 
been collected by the forecasters 
to definitely determine the move- 
ments of the storms in relation to 
each other, The variable weather 
yesterday resolved itself into a de- 
pression covering a wide area mov- 
ing southeast from Ireland, and if 
the start had been delayed until 
later it would have been impossi- 
ble to avoid head winds when 
emerging from the Mediterranean. 
Conditions now indicate cloudiness 
in mid-Atlantic, with a good chance 
for favorable weather along the 
American coast. 3 

The local temperature is two 
degrees higher than was expected 
and this makes a great difference, 
as it gives less lifting power to the 
gas.

When one hires a chauffeur to 
drive the tamily automobile he 
automatically acquires the right to 
do all the back-seat driving he 
wishes, Police Judge Beck ruled 
today.

MADMAN WITHAX KILL 
THREE, WOUNDS TWO 


Entire Section of Spartanburg, 
S. C., Thrown Into Confu- 
sion by Crazed Clerk. 


By the Associated Press, 

SPARTANBURG, S. C., Aug. 1.— 
Three men were killed, two others 
seriously wounded and the entire 
west end of the city thrown into 
confusion here today when T. Earl 
Robertson, a shipping clerk, be- 
coming suddenly insane, ran wild 
with a hand ax. 

R. H. Day, 30, sales manager for 
the J. W. Bell Co.; J. L. Bussey, 
58, bookkeeper and cashier for the 
Same company, and M. L. Davis, 
36, a railroad employe, were killed. 
Thad Sherbert, 31, a _ railroad 
employe, and Nan Dunlap Negro, 
40, an employe of the 
pany, are ‘.: grave condition. 
Robertsu.: apparently was nor- 
mal when he went to work, but 
became irrational toward noon. 
He crept up behind Day and. Bus- 
sey in the office of the J. W. Bell 
company where all three were em- 
ployed, killing them with blows 
with the ax. 

Leaving the building, Robertson 
went to the Charleston & Western 
Carolina Railroad yards. There he 
saw Davis and Sherbert sitting in 
a box car eating their lunch. 
Creeping up behind them he .at- 
tacked them before they were 
aware of his presence. Davis died 
in a hospital at hour later. Sher- 
bert is unconscious in the hospital 
and is not expected to recover. 
Robertson was overpowered aft- 
er a long chase and was placed in 
the county jail.

Cross-examined by Priest, Miss 
Boyle declared Mrs. Howard “swore 
a great deal,” and was a “woman 
of violent temper”; she swore at 
her husband and at Miss Boyle, 
the tatter asserted. On redirect 
examination, Miss Boyle said she 
did not express dissatisfaction with 
the marriage at the conference the 
evening it occurred. “But you were 
dissatisfied?” McElwee asked. “I

PARADE OPENING 
CITY’S CELEBRATION

been standing for half an hour or 
longer. 

Down Washington, the progress 
was an ovation, the flaky paper do- 
ing a New England snowstorm, 
while the temperature was at 92 
degrees. The sidewalk crowds 
overflowed into the street on both 
sides of the line. At Ninth street 
the throng was so pressing that it 
broke gcross the street, interrupt- 
ing the line, and requiring police 
efforts to restart the march. 

Florists, holding a convention at 
Hotel Statler, made an elaborate 
window display there, and a local 
dealer presented bouquets to the 
flyers during the short halt. The 
bands played “St. Louis Blues” 
most of the wWay. 

On Broadway the crowds were 
more casual. Turning west into 
Olive street, the paraders again 
Saw the air full of paper. Side- 
walks on both sides of Olive were 
lined with spectators, and _ the 
crowd:on the Federal building 
steps was one of the densest. 

Scene at City Hall. 

As the motor caravan, cheered 
along Twelfth boulevard, coursed 
into.the cleared curve of the east 
driveway of City Hall, a closely 
jammed crowd of about 56000 
greeted the flyers with shouts and 
handclaps. 

Acting 
hands with the flyers and extend- 
ed the official congratulation of 
the city on their feat. He then 
gave an illuminated parchment— 
made especially for the occasion— 
to each of the two endurance fly- 
ers, and also to Maj. Wassall and 
to Shorty Chaffee, who refueled 
the St. Louis Robin. 

The crowd applauded and the 
flyers, momentarily. bowing to ac- 
knowledge the ovation, turned into 
City Hall and were led up a 
thronged staircase to the Mayor's 
chambers. On the way, Mrs. Ma- 
bel Hinckley, who recently sat as 
a provisional Police Judge, col- 
lared Chaffee, whose mother she 
has known for years, and kissed 
him on the forehead. 

Message From Mayor. 

Jackson, O’Brine and their wives 
spoke briefly over Station KWK 
from the Mayor’s office, after 
Jules Field, the Mayor’s secretary, 
had read a telegram from _ the 
Mayor, deploring his absence from 
the city on vacation, and congrat- 
ulating them. A telegram from 
President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, praising them annd re- 
gretting his failure to be present 
because of the air mail hearing 
in Washington, also gras read to 
trem. 

City officials, clerks from city 
offices and their families stood in 
the corridors or crowded into the 
chamber to get a sight of the avia- 
tors or to shake their hands, 

Mrs. Sally Jackson, wife of the 
red-headed pilot, said of the pa- 
rade: “It was very pretty. Very 
pretty. And we appreciate it all 
so much.” 

More Than They Expected. 

O’Brine, asked for his comment 
on the parade, said: “Well, we'd 
like to thank everyone individ- 
ually for this remarkable reception. 
We know that it’s impossible but 
it’s the way we feel. ‘Red’ and I 
were certainly surprised at the big- 
ness of the reception. We really 
didn't expect anything like it.” 

After shaking hundreds of hands, 
smiling in answer to thousands of 
felicitations, the endurance flyers 
and the crew that refueled their 
record-breaking ship, were again 
bundled into motor cars, which 
sped them back to Hotel Coronado 
for luncheon.

THREE MEN SHOT 
IN RESORT NEAR 
HORSE SHOE LAKE 


Proprietors of Four-Corners 


Roadhouse Tell Authori- 
ties Their Place Was Held 
Up. 


Three men were shot, one seri- 
ously, at the Four-Corners road- 
house, a resort on the Edwards- 
ville road near Horse Shoe Lake, 
shortly after last midnight. Taken 
to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Gran- 
ite City, they refused to discuss 
the shooting and Madison County 
authorities are in doubt as. to 
what actually happened. 

William Smith, 24 years old of 
Venice, Known to his associates 
and the police as “Bad Eye,” is 
not expected to recover, having 
two wounds in the chest. John 
Smithsky, 32, of Madison, was shot 
in the right hip, and Harry Lentz, 
38, of Chouteau Slough, in the left 
arm, 

Frank Moore and Marion Jones 
of Alton, proprietors of the resort, 
told Deputy Sheriff Robert Lyons 
of Madison County that the three 
men were standing at the bar when 
two robbers walked in with drawn 
pistols. At the command, “Stick 
‘em up,” the three customers burst 
into laughter provoking the rob- 
bers to empty their pistols at them. 
The robbers escaped with $23, the 
resort keepers said. 

Lyons doubted this story because 
of an occurrence at the hospital] 
where Smith and Lentz, realizing 
they were in adjoining beds, mo- 
mentarily flung themselves at each 
other.

His firm, of Foristel, Mudd, Blair 
& Habenicht, it is understood will 
receive at ieast one-third of the 
amount recovered. 

In the original deai Mrs. Frier, 
widow of E. D. Frier, founder of 
the company, sold her stock to 
Lawry for $102,000. After the sale 
she charged that he had misrepre- 
sented the value of the stock and 
asked that the deal be declared 
void. Lawry denied her charges. 
He said that before he purchased 
the stock Mrs. Frier had made 4 
contract with a rival concern to 
dispose of her holdings to them for 
$88,000. This sale he succeeded in 
blocking. 

Recently the company was pur- 
chased by an Eastern concern for 
$1,524,000. Lawry was retained as 
president at a salary of $26,000 a 
year. Lawry once worked on a 
farm near Pacific, Mo., later en- 
gaging in the mercantile business 
in Hannibal. He will receive about 
$1,000,000 in the sale. 

Frier died in March, 1926, leav- 
ing the business in charge of 
Lawry.

Escorial where her husband is in 
jail and where he was .placed in- 
communimado late today. 

Sh» was accompanied by a Span- 
ish lawyer, Hipolito Mozoncillo, 
who has been retained to repre- 
sent her husband. Mozoncillo is 
Vice Consul for Ecuador, 

There were about 25 persons, 
mostly Americans, in the tourist 
party visiting the Escorial when 
the incident is alleged to have 
taken place. After a day of sight- 
seeing the party was preparing to 
return to Madrid when it stopped 
at the palace containing a rich 
collection of national treasures. 

As the party left the palace 
guards detained it, declaring some- 
body had taken a rare porcelain

HEN the Dohertys passed on 
T ana the next great pair to 

develop was the Brookes- 
Wilding combination, who first 
reached their peak in 1907. 
Without the aid of any other 
member of the squad, this pair 
won the Davis Cup challenge 
round in 1907-8-9, and then in 
1914, beating the United States 
three times and Great Britain 
once. 

The war wiped out Wilding, 
and Australia began to limp. Til- 
den and Johnston then swept 
into the picture and their record 
stands out as even greater than 
that of the Australian veterans. 
They went to Australia in 1920 
and took the cup te the United 
States, where they kept it, with 
occasional ajd in the doubles. It 
was felt that Tiken and John- 
ston should not bear the sole 
burden, with men like Richards 
and Williams available. Never- 
theless, on two of the SEVEN 
years in which they figured they 
played the doubles, on four other 
occasions they took care of the 
singles and on one occasion 
Johnston appeared only in the 
doubles. 

In this time they won 19 
matches and lost five in singles 
and won both their doubles 
events—really a famous record.

ITHER the decline of the 
FE great Americans or the rise 
of the French players (or 
both) has resuited.in the devel- 
opment of France's great team of 
Lacoste and Borotra. They rose 
to the top rank in 1927 with the 
weakening of the Tilden-Johns- 
ton combination. Johnston broke, 
and had to retire from the team 
and the French swept on to vic- 
tory in 1928 and again this year 
—but without Lacoste in 192). 

The Frenchmen, on a pinnacle 
today, will have to add some- 
thing to their achievements in 
the coming years before they will 
truly stand out in their day as 
did the other three pairs in their 
time. 

More publicity and sensation 
have attached to the showing of 
the French pair; but the cold 
figures indicate that the Aus- 
tralians and the Americans still 
stand at the front in achevement | 
over a long period of time.

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Byrd Perfecting Plans 
For Flight to South Pole 


Mountains 14,000 Feet High and 10,000-Foot 
Plateau Offer Difficult Problems—Also 
Preparing for Land Trips.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
July cid Wireless)—A man 
in a gray shirt with an eyeshade 
Shielding his gaze from the light 


of a lamp overhead sits in front | 


of a table which is littered with 
oddly constructed tracings, divid- 
ers, @ parallel ruler, a protractor 
and many pieces of paper on which 
are innumerable calculations. He 


is thoughtfully chewing a pencil 
end, leaning back and regarding 
the problem before him. 

He wears fur pants, his feet are 
encased in shapeless canvas boots 
wound with cord. On the walls 
of his room hang queer masks, fur 
clothing strangely shaped, gar- 
ments of wool. Two ski sticks 
stand in a corner and in another 
corner is a lantern and fur boots. 
At one side is a cot on which is 
a tossed sleeping bag. 

This is Dick Byrd’s work room 
and his sleeping quarters where 
he may generally be found these 
days, working out many of the 
difficult problems which confront 
him as the season for his activity 
draws near with the approaching 
sun. 

This is the time of an expedi- 
tion leader’s greatest responsibili- 
ty, when his men are making ‘heir 
final preparations to take the field 
for the season’s work. Commander 
Byrd is now facing those problems 
which have always beset leaders 
at such times, problems to which 
he has devoted months of thought 
and problems which are this ti:ne 
complicated by several objectives 
and various methods of travel. 
Many Details to Be Worked Out. 

To prepare for the long trail 
south is one thing; to prepare for 
lomg flights over unknown terri- 
tory and insure the safety of all 
parties under many different con- 
ditions adds tremendously to the 
complexity of detail which must be 
carefully scrutinized. 

There are matters of food and 
clothing, of sleeping tents, dogs, 
navigations, personnel and a dozen 
other things, each with manifold 
ramifications which occupy his 
mind as they have those of other 
leaders who have made antarctic 
history. | 

Traveling 1500 miles on foot as 
the southern party plans to do to 
accomplish its geological work in 
the distant mountains, involves be- 
ing away from the base for three 
months. Every possible contin- 
gency must be provided for before 
the teams start. 

But in addition to all these mat- 
ters, there are the very different 
problems connected with aviation

to which Byrd must give his per- 
sonal attention. 

The flight to the pole, for in- 
stance, is not a simple flight of 
800 miles inland and back again; 
after flying for hundreds of miles 
over a rolling barren surface, the 
aviator must soar over a rampart of 
mountains 14,000 feet high and 
continue his journey over a pli4- 
teau 10,000 feet above sea level.

Added 
to these innumerable considerations 
are matters of weather, the ques- 
tions of route and bases, the possi- 
bilities of refueling if necessary at 
an inland base’ at some stage of 
the journey, and many other de- 
tails, , 

Last night a group of pilots stood 
around the commander for two 
hours while they talked over vari- 
ous aspects of the trip. Question 
after question came up. At these 
conferences, formal and informal, 
the pilots, all of them experienced 
in many kinds of flying. give their 
opinions. But it is Byrd who must 
decide. 

Load Must Let Plane Gc High. 

There probably has never been a 
flight just like this one to the 
South Pole. The takeoff load is 
the limiting factor in mest long 
distance flights, bur taois flight is 
limited by the weight which can 
be taken over the mouutains at an 
altitude of at least 15,000 feet. This 
means that the takeoff lead will 
be much less than the capacity of 
the plane, because in midflight 
there will be encountered a hurdle 
which will force the plane up so 
high that the load must be care- 
fully calculated to enable the plane 
to attain the necessary ualtiiude and) 
at the same time provide a margin | 
of safety which will enable Byrd to) 
regain his base. | 

If the flight could be made at! 
sea level or at an attitude of a few | 
thousand feet, it would te much! 
simpler. Not only imust this hur-| 
dle be crossed but once. over it. 
the plane must continue at an alti. | 
tude of 12,000 feet over the 10,-' 
000-foot plateau and maintain this 
altitude without slipping for 700 
miles, the distance to the pole from 
the mountains and hack again.

German Liner Crosses Atlantic 
in Four Days and 14 1-2 
Hours. 


By the Associated Press, 

PLYMOUTH, England, Aug. 1.— 
The German liner Bremen, flagship 
of the North German Lloyd fleet, 
today took from the British Maure- 
tania its last North Atlantic cross- 
ing record, beating by eight hours 
and 17 minutes, the’ Mauretania’s 
record from New York to this port. 

The Bremen docked here at 2:25 
a. m., having crossed in four days, 
14 hours and 30 minutes on its trip 
from Ambrose Channel Lightship 
to Eddystone Light. The average 
speed was 27.91 knots, and its max- 
imum day's run was 667 miles. The 
Maurentania’s record was four 
days, 22 hours and 57 minutes, 
made in September, 1924. 

The voyage completed today was 
the Bremen’s first eastward cross- 
ing. On the westward trip from 
Cherbourg the ship crossed in four 
days, 17 hours, 42 minutes, eight 
hours and 62 minutes better than 
the record of the Mauretania. 

On the westward voyage an aver- 
age speed of 27.83 knots was j1ain- 
tained, with maximum day’s run of 
713 miles. The Mauretania’s max- 
imum day's rut was 676 miles. 

Capt. Ziegenbein of the Bremon 
said he had encountered stormy 
weather, although the wind was 
favorable during the last 36 hours.

There was no hint of favor-seek- 
ing in the Gemand presented to 
the Interdepartmental . Committee 
on Airway by St. Louis and ‘six 
other major cities. The direct route 
was proposed as self-justified by 
every economic and aeronautical 
factor and more than able to pay 
its own way from the start. 

Former Congressman Cleveland 
A. Newton of St. Louis, directing 
the submission of testimony, in- 
tioduced Walter B, Weisenburger, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, as chief spokesman for St. 
Louis. Weisenburger, who led a 
large delegation, offered figures to 
show that St. Louis business con- 
cerns alone would mail 468 pounds 
a day by the direct route, and 
computed the air mail waiting in 
the larger cities west of New York 
fcr the establishment of the route 
as 1681 pounds a day. ‘ 

Weisenburger, supported by the 
93-page brief of M. M. Drake, di- 
rector of the Chamber of Com- 
merce research department, sub- 
mitted an argument bristling with 
facts and flashing with humor. 

“St. Loulsans Are Stickers.” 

He cited the endurance record 
of Jackson and O'’Brine not onty 
for its bearing on St. Louis avia- 
tion, but for proof “that St. Louls- 
cons are long-suffering and that 
they hold on.” Relating that St. 
Louis air mail ison three spurs, 
all unsatisfactory, he called St. 
Louis “the hub of spur lines.” 

The new line, he recommended, 
should be routed di:eet from New 
York through St. Louis, by way of 
Springfield and Joplin, Mo., to 
Tulsa and Oklahoma City, Ok., and 
by connections to Dallas and Fort 
Worth, Tex.

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A NEW DAY DAWNS FOR EGYPT. 

The British Labor Government’s first great parlia- 
mentary victory gives promise of wide benefits to 
Egypt. In the Commons debate, Foreign Secretary 
Henderson put down the Tory attack and justified 
his virtual dismissal of Lord Lloyd as High Com- 
missioner for Egypt by merely citing the correspond- 
ence left by his predecessor, Austen Chamberlain, in 
which the Commissioner is revealed as an opinion- 
ated and tactless overlord.

Benedict Al Ritzler, 32, of

Benedict Al Ritzler, 32 years old, 
flying instructor at Parks Airport, 
was killed at 2 p. m. yesterday in 
an airplane crash six miles south- 
west of Columbia, I11l., when a Trav- 
el-Air plane, owned and piloted by 
Cc.

The passing of the Broadway 
Trust Co, is in line .with the na- 
tion-wide tendency toward bank 
mergers, In the past 18 months, 11 
downtown banks have figured in 
mergers leaving the downtown dis- 
trict with seven banks, each with 
resources of more than $10,000,000:

Clearing House statement. Its 
capital was $1,000,000; surplus and 
undivided profit, $579,917, and de- 
posits, $7,823,075.

DRY RAIDER DENIED BAIL 
IN TWO OKLAHOMA KILLINGS 


U. S. Judge Has Doubts About 
Self-Deiense Claims of Jeff 
DD. Harris. 
By the Associated Press. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Aug. 1. 
-— Expressing doubt of the self-de- 
fense explanation offered by Jeff 
D. Harris, member of a Federal 
liquor raiding squad charged with 
the murder of two Tecumseh, Ok., 
farmers, United States Judge Ed- 
gar S. Vaught declined yesterday 
to admit bail for Harris. Judge 
Vaught set bail of $15,000 for W. 
W. Thompson, Federal prohibition 
enforcement agent, who was in 
charge of the raiding party. 

Testimony in the bond hearing 
for the two men and at their pre- 
liminary trial before a Justice of 
the Peace at Tecumseh was that 
Harris was the actual slayer of 
James Harris and Oscar Lowery, 
who were killed July 4 at the 
James Harris home. near Tecum- 
seh, 

Thomason himself testified that 
hoe heard a shot which presumably 
mortally wounded James Harris 
after he had dropped a shotgun 
with which he had shot Jeff Har- 
ris in the face. Mrs. James Har- 
ris, the widow, had testified at the 
preliminary hearing that her hus- 
band was killed after she had per- 
suaded him to surrender and ob- 
tained a promise from the raiders 
that he would not be hurt. 

“The question of whether Jeff 
Harris shot in self-defense in the 
killing of James Harris is one of 
which the Court has hig doubts,” 
Judge Vaught said. 

Jeff Harris testified that he was 
paid from funds raised for pro- 
hibition enforcement by “church 
people.” He was not a commis- 
sioned Federal officer.

Conflicting Discussions by Ap- 
peals Board Block 
- Refund.

WASHINGTON, . Aug. 1.—Tech- 
nicalities in the Federal tax laws 
yesterday resulted in a two con- 
flicting opinions by the Federal 
Board of Tax Appeals in cases in- 
stituted by the National Electric 
Ticket Register Co. of St. Louis, of 
which W. L. Sullivan, a draftsman 
and inventor, is president and 
principal stockholder. In the 
main, the decisions were against 
the St. Louis company, which lost 
its suits to recover $3,968.63 froin 
the Treasury Department on taxes 
collected from 192” to 1921 and 
from 1923 to 1926 inclusive. 

The board’s decision held in ef- 
fect that for the years 1920 and 
1921 the St. Louis company owne} 
the patents on the ticket-vending 
machine, but for the years 1923 to 
1926 the company did not own 
them, although they had not been 
transferred. 

Ownership in Litigation. 

The reason for this conflicting 
situation was the fact that the 
law stipulates that the burden of 
proof rests on the person making 
the complaint. In the 1920 toa 
1921 suit the’ Commiss.oner of 
Internal Revenue did not prove 
that the St. Louls company was 
not the owner of the patents, and 
in the 1923 to 1926 cases’_ the 
company did not prove that it 
was the owner. The direct ques- 
tion of ownership of the patents 
ig now in the Missouri courts, in 
a suit brought by Sullivan’s for- 
mer employer, the Temco Manu- 
facturing Co., which alleges that 
it had a contract with Sullivan 
giving it all patents Sullivan 
might apply for within three 
years after he left the company’s 
service, 

According to the board’s deci- 
sion, he obtained the ticket-vend- 
ing patent the year after he left 
the Temco company. 

After reviewing the circum- 
stances of the alleged contract be- 
tween Sullivan and the Temco Co., 
regarding the 1923 to 1926 taxes, 
the opinion said: “The burden of 
proof is upon the petitioner. From 
Sullivan’s testimony we cannot de- 
termine whether the patent appli- 
cations belonged to him or whether 
they belonged to the Temco Co, 
The contract between Sullivan and 
the Temco Co. was not introduced 
in evidence and we are unable to 
determine the rights of the par- 
ties under the contract. The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue’s dis- 


allowance of deductions for exhaws- 
tion of patent rights must be up- 
held.” 

This decision cost the St. Louis 
company $2418.58. 

The other suit was for redetermi- 
nation of taxes for 1920 and 1921. 
The St. Louis company originally

They call Mrs. Ida Watkins the 
“wheat queen” of Kansas primari- 
ly because her farm fllustrates an 
application of big business methods 
to agriculture. She has adapted 
metropolitan factory methods to 
her 4500 acres near Sublette to 
earn that title. 

A cattle queen of Oklahoma be- 
fore she came to Kansas to raise 
golden fields of grain on a large 
scale, Mrs. Watkins, a widow, will 
see her 20 years of farming clli- 
maxed this year by the largest crop 
she has harvested.
